|  did  great  damage  to  the  vines.  The  set  was  very  light.  The  average  E 

E  yield  from  our  seed  crops  was  nearly  one-third  below  normal.  E 

We  had  a  late,  favorable  fall  for  the  harvesting  of  our  seed  crops.  \ 
E  While  the  quality  of  the  melons  cut  for  seed  was  fine,  yet  the  seed  E 

E  runs  much  lighter  in  weight  than  usual.  However,  the  germination  tests  E
